This, compared 
with the total railroad mileage—more than 251,000 
miles—is not a fact to be proud of. Not the least 
of the great conservation measufes connected with 
the superpower project will be the electrification. 
of American transportation. 


CONTROL THE BILLBOARDS. 


Billboards in the rural districts have become a 
pest. They are an abtise of our highways and 
an unwarranted imposition on the public. : 
A great highway is a monument. Why, dere 
erate it? It is a public investment amounting 
often to millions of dollars, and its use should 
be limited to purposes for which the taxpayers 
paid their money. Those uses are transportation, 
recreation, escape from the city, and a chance 
to find America in its natural state. No public 
highway ever was built for billboard display. Its 
prostitution to these uses hag become intolerable. 
Billboards destroy landscape values. They ob- 
scure direction signs. They confuse and endanger 
motorists at the crossings. They cheapen the com- 
munities near which they are erected, and drive 
discriminating motorists to other roads: They 
lower real estate. They defeat the recreational 
purpose of motoring, for their subconscious effect, 
say psychologists, is irritating and distracting. 
They have ruined many an otherwise beautiful 
road and many a disposition. 

Here and there sporadi¢ ‘attempts, both on the 
part of advertisers and on the part of the public, 
have been made to abolish billboards from the 
public highways and the fraflroad countryside.

ROADS TO SPEND 
$766,000,000 
FOR YEAR 1924 


Railroads representing 96 per cent 
of the mileage of the country have 
authorized experiditures of $766,000,000 
for permanent hworovements and new 
equipment during 1924. 

The amount actually expended for 


these purposes up to April 1 was 5185, 
600,000. These figures were made pub- 
lic yesterday by the American Railway 
association and the Association of Rail- 
way Executives in joint session at the 
Blackstone hotel. 

The totals show a reduction in ap- 

propriations over 1923, when 81,069 
149,426 was spent for improvements 
and equipment, but, excluding t 
year, they are larger than in y 
other year in the last ten. Red 
in the appropriations this year is said 
to be due to threatened legislation 
against the railroads.

Out in their barns are stored all 
the feeds grown on their own farms 
that are needed to make a balanced 
ration. With feed grinders they are 
making.a more economic use of feeds 
that Were once wasted. .. -. 

Corn stalks that are tough and 
Woody and ordinarily refused by, the 
average cow are ground up and ‘made 
into palatable feeds by mixing them 
with ground oats, alfalfa, corn, rye, 
barley, and other tasty feeds. 
Implement men say there is an un- 
usual demand for small feed grinders 
among dairymen who are learning 
that it pays to mix their own, feeds. 
The use of the wastage from such 
crops ag peas and sweet corn is a big 
factor in cutting down the feed bills. 


The growing of canning crops has 
developed as an important industry 
along with dairying. This year the 
farmers are growing sweet corn under 
contract at $7 a ton. Bars are sold 
with the shuck on. This gives the 
dairymen a cash crop and leaves the 
stalks and leaves for feed. ‘The same 
practice is being followed in. a lim- 
ited way in ‘southern Minnesota, 
where growers are to get $11 to $12.50 
a ton for their sweet corn this year. 
In canning factories in northern Wis- 
consin, the’ wastage from the sweet 
corn ia made into silage and gold back 
to the farmers for $1.50 a ton. 
Valuable feed also comes from the 
pea crop. The shelled peas will sell 


season, leaving a big tonnage of vines 
that are hauled from the vining sta- 
tions back to the farms and fed to 
dairy cow. 

Where farmers keep hogs and 
chick whey, a by-product ot the 
cheese factories, is used to advantage. 
Farmers say they usually figure that 
whey is worth about 10 cents a 
hundred.

What Would Prudent Man Do?

Every motorist knows that he must stop at 
boulevards and “through streets,” but many 
motorists are in doubt as to their rights after 
they have complied with this law.

He cannot 
head into traffic simply because he has com- 
plied with the ordinance requiring him to 
stop. He must see that his way is clear.
